Dr. Bell's Telephone is Called 


Greatest in History or 


Inventions 


INVENTOR OF HYDRODROME 


Began Working on Communi 


cation of 
Sound When 


Still a Young Man

Sydney, N. S. — Dr. Alexander Gra 


fcam Bell, Inventor of the telephone 
died in his home at Baddeck Tuesday 
night. 


Washington, D. C. — News of the 


death of Dr. Alexander Graham Bel 
at his summer place and laboratories 
at Baddeck, Nova Scotia, came as a 
ehock to the scientist's many friends 
In Washington, although they knew 
he had been failing for several months 
At a birthday luncheon some months 
ago Dr. Bell's friends were surprised 
to see that he had become feeble from 
age during the last year and that his 
remarkable vigor was fast disappear 
Ing. 


No funeral arrangements have been 


announced but it is expected that Dr 
Bell's body will be brought to Wash 
Ington for burial. 


EFFORTS RIDICULED 


Alexander Graham Bell lived to see 


experiments which he began with a 
dead man's ear less than 50 years ago 
result in a means of communication to; 
millions of long distance telephom 
conversations daily in all parts o 
the world. The possibility of talking 
over a wire, ridiculed then as a dream 
by almost everybody except Bell, ba 
came during 
his lifetime a realitj 


commonplace and marvelous. 


The Bell basic patent, known in the 


records at Washington as No. 174,46: 
has been called the 
most valuabt" 


single patent ever issued in the whol 
history of invention. There are todaj 
Over thirteen million telephone instru 
ments through which billions of tele 
phone conversations are carried on 
each year. 
, 


Means of communication had been 


a hobby in the Bell family long before 
the inventor 
of the telephone waa 


born. Two generations back, Alexander 
Belle became noted for inventing a 
system for overcoming 
stammering 


epeech, while his son, Alexander Mel 
ville Bell, father of the inventor of 
the telephone, perfected a system of 
visible speech. 
. 


With this heritage, the son, born in 


Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1847, under 
took similar experiments while still a 
lad. He constructed an artificial skull 
of gutta-percha 
and Indian rubber 


that would pronounce several words 
In weird tone, when blown into by a 
hand bellows. 
At the aga of sixteen 


he became, like his father, a teacher 
of elocution, and an instructor of deaf 
mutes. 


Bell reached a crisis In his life at 


the age of 22, when he was threat- 
ened with tuberculosis. 
The white 


plague caused the death of his two 
brothers and the Bell family migrated 
to Brantford, Canada. 


SUCCESS COSIES 


His first success came while testing 


his instruments in his new quarters 
in Bostpn. Thomas A. Watson, Bell's 
assistant, had struck a clock spring 
at one end of the wire, and Bell was 
electrified to hear the sound in an- 
other room. For forty weeks the In 
strument struggled, as it were, for 
human speech. 
Then on March 10, 


1876, 
Watson became almost insane 


with Joy when he heard 
over the 


wire Bell's voice saying: 


"Mr. Watson, come here, I want 


you." 


On his twenty-ninth birthday. Bell 


received his patent. It was at the 
Centennial Exposition held at Phila- 
delphia, two-months later, where men 
of science the world over who had 
come to examine and study the num- 
erous Inventions exhibited, saw Prof. 
Bell give a practical demonstration of 
the transmission of the Ituman voice 
by electricity. 


In the world war, Dr. Bell and F. 


W. Baldwin Invented a boat called a 
hydrodrome which developed a speed 
of 70 miles an hour and was called 
the fastest In the world. It used an 
airplane propeller and carried beneath 
It a series of planes which lifted Its 
main body 'above the water as Its 
speed increased. 
It waa 
intended 


'for suubmarine cRaslng and scouting 
but the armistice prevented its use 
for those purposes.

J. Mack, state engineer, said Wednes- 
day. 
Only in case of a real necessity 


however, will peat be considered, he 
said. While peat has only one half the 
heat value of bituminous coal, it is 
both costly to produce and. bulky to 
transport. 


Every section of the state 
has a 


quantity of peat which is available, 
Mr. Mack said. 
Thus the transporta- 


tion problem would be relatively easy. 
The process of digging the peat and 
drying it for use is both expensive and 
Ledious. 
That it could be 
used in 


making steam, the engineer said, has 
Deen already proven.

The fur business has always 1'elt the 


paralyzing effect of war as much as 
any other business and far more than 
eome other lines of business This is 
probably due to the fact that America, 
almost since its discovery, has been a 
fur exporting country. 


When the war of 1812 broke out, fur 


Conditions in this country were quite 
different from those of a hundred 
years later. At that time the annual 
collection of skins was far in excess 
of their domestic 
consumption and 


most of the furs exported were sold 
at the fur markets of London. With 
the war on the market value of skins 
dropped till trapping was unprofitable. 


During our war of 1860-65 thousands 


of former hunters and trappers joined 
the colors. As a consequence, prices 
of skins were high and the collection 
far below the demand. 


The havoc created by the world war 


resulted in far greater loss to the fur 
business than did the earlier conflicts. 
Practically of the counties at war 
were heavy consumers of furs from 
this country. When their ports were 
closed to American shipping the prices 
of skins began to tumble. Merchants 
in the face pf rapidly changing condi- 
tions, bought in but small lots, a fact 
iv?jjch further depressed the fur mar- 
p'et. 


Many trappers, too, used to receiv- 


ing fnr higher prices for their pelts, 
refused to accept the low prices of- 
fered and trapping wasi almost at a 
standstill until the demand for skins 
for military use somewhat strength- 
ened the fur market. 


With the close of the war the de- 


mand for furs for consumption both 
at home and abroad has Increased to a 
point far beyond that of pre-war days, 
and far beyond the supply. As the 
demand Increased 
substitution like-

substitution makes a rich harvest for 
the unscrupulous dealer.

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A WORLD VIEWPOINT ON THE 


COAL PROBLEM 


Sir John Cornwall, a member of the 


British parliament and the leading coal 
"baron of Great Britain, says that upon 
our order British coal ^ould be laid do'wn 
"by August OQ the Atlantic seaboard at 
ST.20 a ton. and that in a short time the 
export to the United States oonld be at 
the rate of 1,000.000 tons weekly.' He 
says a quarter million tons is already m 
storage ready for shipment if w want it. 


"When Great Britain has mine troubles 


of the sort we are now enduring she 
counts upon the coal of the entire world 
To carry her through. 
Miners in order 


to bring the government to its knees must 
obtain -strikes on the part of doekmen 
and sailors. The greater difficulty of or- 
ganizing a strike under su--h conditions. • 
and the multiplied damage TO the public 
if strike success depends not merely upon 
shutting off the home supply of coal but 
•upon tieing up the nation's A iial shipping. 
has led both sides of the wage controversy 
in Great Britain to come to a common 
sense arrangement on the basis of justice 
rather than force. In England waces are 
based upon profits: when prices are high 
and demand good they are advanced in 
proportion to the increased earnings, 
while a decrease in demand, pri^e and 
profits means a corresponding decrease 
in wages 


If the United States decides to import 


large quantities of foreign coal we shall 
probably have to depend upon England. 
The wages of British miners would rise 
with our demand, and it is said there is 
no sympathy or organized co-operation be- 
tween them and our miners: they would 
offer no objection to mining coal for 
[America. 
The coal in the Ruhr or Ger- 


man field is tied up by politics and by 
strong economic considerations demand- 
ing that it be applied to continental pro- 
duction, and could not decently be shipped 
to us. 


As a last resort the government will be 


justified in protecting the American pub- 
lic by arranging for importation of Briti- 
ish fuel. 
As a last resort, also, it may be 


•well to establish the intelligent British 
system of a wage and profit ratio, which 
has so stabilized labor and production 
conditions that England stands ready to 
supply the world in emergencies. 
Many 


of our difficulties can be traced to miners' 
contemplation of disproportionate profits 
of operators, into which the government 
has not attempted to probe. 


It is time for America to take a world 


view of the fuel situation. 
Apparently 


we need to import not only outside coal 
but outside ideas. 


and. if it is taken it is certain that the 
president will have tho support of the peo- 
ple. 
These controversies arc not political 


issues. 
They are issues involving public 


welfare. 
The people may be depended 


on not to draw any partisan line. 


Coal should have been moving to the 


north and northwest on June 1. 
The 


movement is now two mouths behind the 
normal schedule. Factories and residents 
of the coal mining districts should have 
begun storing coal on June i. Homes are 
without coal. Public utilities and charity 
institutions are without coal. 


The railroads have not enough equip- 


ment to haul this autumn's freight, and 
the equipment they have is in bad condi- 
tion. Farm crops are large and biisiness 
fundamentals are excellent. 
"When the 


autumn activity begins, all kinds of 
freight-farm products, coal, merchandise, 
will be moving at the same time. Under 
the most favorable circumstances it will 
be difficult to transport the freight. 


Can the president let the people and 


business be without coal, and the people, 
farmers and commerce be without means 
of transportation" 
He certainly cannot. 


The duty of the government is clear. 
However, we fully Aspect an amicable 
settlement during the week. Proper de- 
ference to the president, to the govern- 
ment of the United States, requires it.

A correspondent sends this communication: 
Will you kindly advise me regarding my hus- 


band. 


He is so nervous and" high strung that some 


times I fear he is insane. 
He 
sleeps 
little at 


night, because, he says, his mind is so crowded 
with thoughts that he can't sleep. 
But. doctor, 


if he can't sleep he won't let me sleep. He sighs 
aloud or keeps incessantly tapping the side of the 
bed sometimes for hours without interruption. He 
will lie with his head in his hand raised upon his 
elbow just watching me, and lately I am begin- 
ning to feel afraid of him. He says hp is always 
depressed and ha* terrible thoughts, but he won't 
tell me what they are. 
Sometimes, he says, he 


thinks of killing himself. 


He always imagines some one is trying: to in 


jure him or hurt his feelings in some way and no 
one in the world pleases him. 


He is always watching me with his eyes squint- 


ed and a peculiar smile on his fa<5e". 
something 


quite unlike his old self. 
It makes me feel like 


screaming. He has nothing to make him worry. 
He ought to be happy. We have been married 18 
years and until now our life has been a happy 
one together. We have two girls and a boy. 16. 
13 and 10 years old, respectively 
He 
is 44 


years old. My people do not live in this country 
and I do not know where to turn for advice. I 
can't prevail upon him to visit the doctor. It he 
does go into a doctor's office he won't wait, but 
no matter how many are ahead of him, if the doc- 
tor won't see him immediately he walks out. He 
says he can't -waste his life sitting in a doctor's 
office.

I print this communication not because it gives

The correspondent in this case did right in try- 


ing to persuade the man to consult his physician 
Had the physician been apprised of the state of 
affairs in such a letter as the lady writes me, 
perhaps he would have received the man at once 
and out of his proper turn. 


It is this woman s duty to her husband and her- 


?°lf and her children to summon the physician to 
the home, if the man will not go to the physici- 
an's office. 
If it is a question of insanity, then 


after a visit or interview the physician will be in 
a position to give advice about the proper pro- 
cedure. 


If it is impossible to arrange a voluntary inter- 


view with the physician, then it is the wife's duty, 
in this case, to apply to a court of record for a 
commission m lunacy to examine th» man. Some 
such formal procedure is requii-pd in order to 
place an insane person under 
proper 
hospital 


treatment, unless the person himself voluntarily 
enters an institution for the treatment of mental 
disease. 


The judge of any court not lower than magis- 


trate's or county court IF empowered to appoint 
a commission of two physicians qualified as ex- 
aminers in lunacy to carry out this requirement. 
The judge names such a commission on the appli- 
cation of any responsible relative of the patient. 


In a considerable number of cases of abnormal 


behavior proftipt action and proper medical treat- 
ment will bring about restoration, whereas, pro- 
crastination too often leads to. much unnecessary 
distress and even tragedy. 
Surely there should 


be no question of the wisdom of calling in the 
family doctor in any such instance if the individ- 
ual declines to go to the doctor's office.

Editor, Post-Crescent: 
I have been 


very much interested in the articles 
appearing in the paper relative to the 
renumbering and 
renaming of the 


streets in Appleton. I hav* no ob- 
jection to the renumbering, as our 
rystem is doubtless antiquateS, but I 
have been anxious over the suggestion 
that all of our street names be dropped 
and that we be designated by num- 
bers only. I quite agree with the 
gentleman mentioned in the article 
Saturday night, who thought Wash- 
ington was a beautiful city, but said 
that he objected to living on the cor- 
ner of 14th and K streets. It would 
be worse to live on the corner of 
First Ave. and First Street. 


So far as the arguments have bsen 


given 
in favor of renaming 
our 


streets. I can recall only one, namely 
that the tourist and stranger have 
to make a few inquiries to find their 
way about. I object to the renaming 
on the groirhd 
of sentiment 
first, 


and secondly because I think that our 
citizens as well as strangers should 
recene some consideration and should 
not be mads to relearn all the names 
of our streets. 


It is true that some of our streets 


might well be renamed, as the names 
either lack significance or they are 
not euphonious and are hard to spell, 
but what one of the older inhabitants 
at least would want to give up Law 
rcnce. 
Washington,

and 


many more that are perfectly good 
names and familiar to all of us? To 
call College Ave by any other name 
is unthinkable and Onsida St. has a 
real significance m this locality. As a 
lesident of Green Bay street I should 
lie glad to have the name changed 
to Green Bay Road for historical reas 
ons and to mark an old landmark, but 
I have not figwrsd out why Packard 
and Perry streets 
should be called 


North when they have no connection 
with it, except by way of an alley

than It was two weeks ago. the rail 
road situation and the fuel shortage 
are causing some uneasiness. 
Both 


buyers and sellers of lumber are in 
the main agreed that there Is going 
to be a severe car shortage. 
In fact 


in some sections and particularly in 
the south, lumber shippers are unable 
to secure all the cars they need. 
It 


does not seem to be so much a shor 
tage of equipment as of fuel which 
has prevented the railroads from mov 
ing empty equipment to points where 
it is needed. 
Increasing demand from 


the country, and a better tone in the 
industrial market make up for slack- 
ing in building in some of the large 
cities. 
Unsold stocks remain small 


and production has shown some de- 
crease. 
A number of buyers are put- 


ting off purchases temporarily, altho 
admitting that the lumber will be 
needed badly in sixty to ninety days 
The lumber trade holds that this pol- 
icy is unwise, inasmuch as, once the 
coal strike is settled, all available cars 
will have to be «mployed for coal ship- 
ments, which, with the movement of 
farm products, is believed to be sure 
to cause very considerable difficulty 
in getting lumber shipments thru.

The June consumption figures compiled by the 
Bureau of Mines are not yet available but we 
know from our own records that consumption is 
making heavy inroads into stocks.

RECOGNIZE LABOR RIGHTS 
"The right of labor to organize is 


just as fundamental and necessary, as 
Is the right of capital to organize. "The 
right of labor to negotiate, to deal with 
end solve its particular problems in 
an organized way, through its chosen 
ggentp. is just as essential as is the 
right of capital to organize, to main 
tain corporations, to limit the liabili- 
ties of /stockholder-si 
Indeed, we 


have come to recognize that the lim- 
ited liability of the citizen as a mem- 
ber of a labor organization 
closely 


parallels the limitation of liability of 
a citizen as a stockholder in a corpora- 
tion for profit. 
Along this line of 


reasoning we shall matoe the greatest 
progresfc toward solution of our prob- 
lem of capital and labor. 


RIGHTS OF CAPITAL 


"In the case of the 
corporation 


which enjoys the privilege of limited 
liability of stockholder.*, particularly 
when engaged in the public service 
it is recognized that the outside pub- 
lic has a large concern which must 
be protected; and so we provide regu- 
lations, restrictions, and 
in 
some 


cases detailed supervision. 
Likewise 


in the case of labor organizations, we 
might well apply similar and equally 
well defined principles of regulation 
and supervision in order to conserve 
the public interests as 
affected by 


their operations. Just as it is not de- 
sirable that a corporation shall be al- 
lowed to impose undue exactions up- 
on the nublic so it is not desirable 
that a l.'ibor organization 
shall be 


permitted to exact unfair terms of 
employment or subject the public to 
actual distresses in order to enforce 
Its term."

after the passage of the amendatory 
r.ct. whichever is the later, to the 
effsct that the injured person at the 
time of his discharge or resignation 
was suffering from injury likely to 
result in death or disability, compen- 
sation shall be payable for death or 
disability whenever occurring approx- 
imately resulting from such service."
